DETAILED ACTION 
Reason For Allowance 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not particularly teach or suggest the step of -using a code that comprises a hash number 
computed based on at least portion of the content of a first record in a first database to thereby 
synchronize said first record with a second record in a second database — in the method of 
synchronizing a first database with a second database as recited in claim 35, and in a computer 
program product for synchronizing a first database with a second database as recited in claim 37. 
Consequently, claims 35 and 37 are allowable over the prior art of record. Similarly, dependent 
claims 39-48 are allowable for the same reasons.
